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AlVrRNDMENTS TO THE APPEAL BRIEF 

Please insert the following in the Appeal Brief submitted May 24, 2006, replacing the 
"Summary of the Claimed Invention" section from page 2, line 3, to page 3, line 8. 

V , SUMMARY OF THE CLAIMED INVENTION 

With respect to independent claim 1, the claimed invention is directed to a cushioning 
body (Fig. 1, element 4) comprising a heat radiating elastic member (Fig. 2, element 5) arranged 
around an electromagnetic wave generating unit (Fig. 1, element 8) to provide cushioning for 
protection from physical shock and radiate heat generated by the electromagnetic wave 
generating unit (Fig. 1, element 8); and an electromagnetic wave blocking member (Fig. 2, 
element 6) arranged in the heat radiating elastic member (Fig. 2, element 5). [Page 4, line 21 ~ 
Page 5, line 10; Page 6, lines 7-14; Page 7, lines 15-23.] 

The claimed invention of dependent claim 5 recites that the electromagnetic wave 
blocking member (Fig. 2, element 6, may be a metal sheet (Fig. 5, element 13) arranged in the 
heat radiating elastic member (Fig. 2, element 5). [Page 13, line 30 - Page 14, line 6.] 

The claimed invention of dependent claim 6 recites that the metal sheet (Fig. 5, element 
13) may have a roughened surface. [Page 14, lines 12-21.] 

The claimed invention of dependent claim 9 recites that the heat radiating elastic member 
(Fig. 2, element 5) may have resistance to heat generated by the electromagnetic wave generating 
unit (Fig. 1, element 8). [Page 7. lines 20-23,] 
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The claimed invention of dependent claim 10 recites that the heat radiating elastic 
member (Fig. 2, element 5) may isolate the electromagnetic wave generating unit (Fig. 1, 
element 8) from vibrations. [Page 7, lines 15-17.] 

The claimed invention of dependent claim 12 recites that the electromagnetic wave 
generating unit (Fig. 4, element 8) may be arranged on one side of the cushioning body (Fig. 4, 
element 4) and the board may be ananged on another side of the cushioning body (Fig. 4, 
element 4). [Page 12, lines 14-18]. 

With respect to independent claim 1.3, the claimed invention is directed to a container 
(Fig. 3, element 4) comprising a heat radiating receptacle (Fig. 1, element 5) which radiates heat 
generated by a content (Fig 3, element 8) not to heat up the content and provides cushioning for 
protection from physical shock; and a shield (Fig. 2, element 6) which isolates electromagnetic 
waves which is included in the receptacle, [Page 4, line 21 - Page 5, line 10; Page 9, line 17 - 
Page 10, line 8.] 

The claimed invention of dependent claim 14 recites that the container (Fig, 3, element 4) 
may further include a board (Fig. 3, element 2) wherein the content (Fig. 3, element 8) is 
arranged on one side of tlie container and the board (2) is arranged on another side of the 
container. [Page 11, lines 23-29.] 

This description of the invention has been submitted to comply witli the Patent Office 
rules for submitting Appeal Briefs. This summary of the invention should not be considered as 
limiting tlie claimed invention.
